I'd like to reminisce for a ainute and shure with you how one collector 
of radio programs got startci. a 


I am a professional piano player end have always been interest- 
ed in theme music of televisior programs., moviey, and radio. My inter- 
est in radio wes spurrei on by tae vomuertial LP's that came on the 
market (Longine, Columbia, Inenos Like CLA Times, etc.). I also. 
bought Radic's Golden Age by Buxton and Owen.. Late in 1969 at a 
Xmas party + was playing come radio themes when a man came up and told 
me of a friend, 3al Trapani, who collected radio programs. I called 
Sal who agreed to tape his cliection of about 100 programs juet for 
the blank tape. He also was a memoer of the Nostalgia Book “Lub 
and gave me all the Reminiscing columns that he had. From this I 
got many names. 3 

I got to know Jack Miller and Mel Shlank, both local traders. 
From the Nostalgia Book Club I heard of George Slacker from whom I 
got many discs that were uncirculated at that time. I also met and 
traded with Ea Corcoran, Yon Brush, John Knipe, and Ernie Hack, all 
Connecticut residents. 

“On Jan. 5°I sent my first letter out, on Jan 27 I sent out my 


“first list, on Feb 4 I sent out my first tape, and on Feb 6 I reeeived 


my first tapes by mail from David Swift and Dick Ayers, 

I bougkh a recorder to use with an old vears recorder, the 
dubs left a lot to'be desired. I knew nothing about listing, dubbing, 
or quality.. My first.trading friends were very patient and very help- 


‘ful. I soon got another recorder, using the Sears machine just to 
:fast rewind to get a reel in the right direction to dub, 


I tried to be very prompt in answering letters, requesting pro- 
grams, and dubbing. I constantly put out supplements, Charlie Inger- 
8011 of the RHSA was helyful. I also tenā. to be organized.” +his 


“with a little more time than some helped me accumulate programs faster 


than most traders. I now have over 370 reels, over 300 Suspense, 

90 Jack Benny, 80 different big bands, and ell X-1 amd Dimension À 
except for 6 programs. ee A 
My trading has now slowed down to a cre because I am just 


looking for certain programs and they are .veconing harder to find, 


During the past year I have had (I hope) a good relationship with all 


my trading friends. Only 1 tape was ever lost in the mail, | have had 


good luck with my 2 recorders ( only use 2), ; : : 

Certain friends were very helpful in my early days of trading. 
These were Dick suerg (I traded over 160 hours with Dick. Dick!s 
promptuess helped build my collection up quickly), Vern Eldridge, 
Bill H Linen, Bill Hennessey, Don Koehnemamm, Dave 3wift, Gerry Kram 
mer (Never traded with Gerry but he gave me several leads including 


Dick Ayers), Peter Bayer, Don Doates, vill vlalock, Roger Hill, Dee

had helped me, a little information about myself, and how I graded 


my programs (about 28@ listings). In May my Gomment and Tidbit section 
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was a page and a helf (240 listings). sy June supplement had 480 list- 
ings (my largest) and Hello again (in honor of Jack Benny) made its 
appearance., Its pursose Ss, and d still is to exchange ideas anä to 
"tell you all pedida you all. ïy “ugust issue had a cover drawn by 
Sal Trapani and was done on a used mimsograph mashing, ink spots and 
ali. At that po ms I started asking for $1.00 from each person to 
help cover costs because of the frequency of issuéng it. I still hope 
to print a newsletter each month. 

I received short articles and Hadio Guides from several collec- 
tors. The publication got s welcomed and much appreciated boost by 
Charlie Ingercobi in his Fall dE of nadio Vial. 

One year has now past. . know that wry life is richer, both 








because of the radio programs Kappel vos end because of the many 


friends I correspond with. J hoce I am able to continue trading for

THIS IS THE La FE-FINAL PART 


Jack Bo wis first appeared on radie on Eda Yullivan's program 
in February, 1932. At the time he was starring in Earl Carroll "Van- 
ities." Today his most treasured keepsake is this first radio script 
which began: "Ladies and Gentlemen, this is Jacg Denny talking. “here 
will be a slight pause while you say, 'Who cares?! H In april he 
started his own series of programs which lasted until the late '50's. 


The almost incredible way he shot to the top after that will always 


be regarded as a radio phenomenon. Still more phenomenal to the wise 
men of Radio Row is the tenacity with which he has clung to the top 
rung of the ladder ever since, Because at first he only had a small 
audience behind a big glass sheet and couldn't hear them laugh, he had 
the glass pane removed. 
. Why is Jack Benny a success? First he discovered long ago 

that we would rather make fun of him than hear him. make fun of others. 
Second Jack keeps his programs light and limber by rehearsing the 
script only once. Unexpected lines are constantly added. Bill mer- 
row and Eddie Beloin were his writers during his early years that 
were responsible for turning cut these scripts. If the scripts make 
Jack laugh they probably will be: Successful, Jack is the best listen- 
er to jokes. George Burns makes Jack laugh at the least little thing. 
At heart Jack Benny is very shy, often avoiding: welcoming erads and 
speaking engagements. Bertha Brainerd of NBO call Jack "a simple, 
completely unspoiled, rather naive person, Tọ me the most surprising 
thing about him is how sensitive he is."
